Two Express 
Interest In 


GL Franchise 


Two of five New England car= 
riers contacted by Mayor Daniel 
Kiley of Lawrence in an attempt 
to find a private=company solu= 
tion to bus transportation problems 
in Greater Lawrence are ine 
terested ina franchise and Michaud 
Bus Co, of Salem is actively pure 
suing approval of its bid for the 
intra and inter city routes in= 
volved, 

Communities in this area are 
pressed to find a private carrier 
to take on bus transportation in 
Greater Lawrence, or getinvolved 
with subsidizing bus as well as 
rail operations of the Massachue 
setts Bay Transportation Authority 
into this area, The MBTA intends 
to acquire the Massachusetts 
Street Railway Co., which operates 
present GL bus routes, within 
about a month, 

Contacted by the TOWNSMAN, 
J. Alexander Michaud, president 
of the company, said he has ale 
ready met with Mayor Kiley and 
is preparing a prospectus for pre= 
sentation to officials of Andover, 
Lawrence, Methuen and North 
Andover. 

Said Michaud: ‘‘We are tre= 
mendously interested in going in 
to help solve your transportation 
problems . . . and we have the 
equipment to move in tomorrow.” 

Also expressing interest in a 
franchise is Kenneth Hudson, pree 
sident of Hudson Bus line, Med-= 
ford, Hudson said in telephone 
interview that his company wants 
to sit in on any meetings held to 
discuss the future of bus trans» 
portation in Greater Lawrence and 
that he is interested in a franchise 
covering all or part of the potential 
business, 

Three other carriers indicate 
that they do not intend to compete 
for a franchise, JohnW. Appleyard 
Sr. of Appleyard Bus Co, in 
Methuen said that he is not in= 
terested and that he has reported 
this fact to Mayor Kiley. Paul M, 
Seretto of Turner Motor Coach 
Service Inc, in Fitchburg said that 
he has not replied to Mayor Kiley’s 
letter because his company is 
strictly in the charter business

men (Roger Collins, William 
Stewart and Sidney P, White) de= 
cided Monday that voters should 
have an opportunity to ‘‘thrash’ 
it out on the floor of Town Meet= 
ing. Vice Chairman Robert 
Watters, on the other hand, agreed 
with Manager Bowen that if there 
is to be such an article, it should 
be sponsored by the high school 
building committee, not the School 
Committee, Chairman Philip K 
Allen, who was out of town Monday, 
missed the debate, 

With its move for Town Meeting 
action, the School Committee has 
in effect rejected the playing fields 
even though the building committee 
has yet to present them for accepte 
ance = or rejection, 

Manager Richard Bowen traced 
the history of the playfields this 
week, in order to explain his pre= 
sent position, Things went as fol= 
lows: 

* The architectural firm in 
charge- sub=let supervision of 
grounds work, 

* Rough work was done on the 
fields early in the construction 
procedure by George Brox, 

* Bids were taken twice for 
seeding and loaming and the cone 
tract finally awarded to MoDel 
with the agreement that if addi= 
tional loam was needed, it would 
be supplied for $4 a cubic yard, 

* When it developed that addi= 
tional material could be needed, 
the manager made arrangements 
to trade gravel from the school 
site for loam from the site for the 
Internal Revenue Service Center 
on Lowell Street. The town paid 
for loading and trucking this 
material, but not for the loam ite 
self. The building committee es- 
timates that it saved $50,000 to 
$70,000 in this transaction, 

* Having lost out on the loam 
business, MoDelicomplained about 
the quality of material he was given 
to work:: withy Supervising 
engineers and the architects all 
agreed, howeveg, that though the 


loam was. not of fop quality, it was 
satisfactory, 
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* The contractor did his final 
work on the site during the height 
of the drought, and even though 
the town pumped water from Shaw= 
sheen River to stimulate growth 
of a cover, the seeding proved 
unsatisfactory, Meanwhile the 
building committee expressed its 
dissatisfaction with the quality of 
MoDel’s work in general, MoDel 
made improvements, 

* Under pressure, MoDel did 
additional work at the site which 
was inspected by a landscape 
architectural company and found 
to be in accord with specifications, 
Their conclusion: given proper 
care, the fields would be OK, 

* Meanwhile Manager Richard 
Bowen had two soil experts from 
Essex Agricultural and Technical 
Institute look at the fields, It was 
their opinion that it would probably 
prove impossible to get grass 
cover on the football field or the 
two baseball fields, which re= 
presents about half the gross area, 
They recommended that these 
fields be redone, 

Bowen says he consulted with 
Highway Supt. Stanley Chlebowski 
at this point to see if he thought 
his park department workers could 
put these areas in shape and re= 
ceived an affirmative answer, 

Bowen’s present feeling is that 
“Before we get involved with 
spending tens of thousands of dole 
lars, why not give this (present 
plan) a good try?” He says the 
football field should be ready for 
fall, though there could bea longer 
wait for the baseball diamonds, 

If the town fails to bring the 
fields to acceptable standards, 
says Bowen, all we have lost is 
time - not $80,000 or $100,000, 

But time is just what the de= 
tractors are worried about, They 
want the work contracted,

America, Blunt it is, Hilarious? 
Well, Keats looks back with amused 
detachment on episodes from his 
somewhat unconventional boyhood 
and young manhood, Still, as he 
says, his experiences could not 
have been so very different from 
those of millions of his contem= 
poraries who are now 40 and up= 
ward, Go ahead and identify, in 
some seldom discussed areas, 

This is an adult book, Not be= 
cause we would censor it for teen= 
agers, but because the author has 
admirably accomplished his aim of 
talking to the generation who were 
children during Prohibition, 
adolescents in the Depression, and 
soldiers or their girls during 
Hitler’s war, 

As his memoir approaches the 
immediate past, say 1967, Keatsis 
a good deal more shocking because 
he is so earnest and probably so 
right about what lies ahead for our 
society which has conjured up the 
anti-hero. He says much on the 
confusions we have handed our 
children, ‘‘We have marooned them 
in a gold-plated playpen’’, And they 
have defended themselves by de= 
taching themselves from our pree 
sent, ‘‘My father’s generationpro= 
duced the hero we worshiped as 
boys, while we have produced the 
anti-hero our children regard as 
cool,’’ The thought is chilling that 
today’s teens.and college students 
have made a sub<culture we can 
hardly fathom, based on parental 
and community attitudes which they 
have observed for ten to 20 years, 
From where else did they adopt 
hedonism without joy, or find 
emptiness in the midst of plenty? 
“Our gifts to our children included 
- . . 4 confused, if not inflated, view 
of their proper place inthe scheme 
of things,”’ 

Even more chilling is the idea 
that in 20 to 30 years the anti-hero 
of today’s avant garde youth will be 
the standard for middleclass man 
just as the materialist hero of a 
generation ago is theproper image 
for the middleclass right now. This 
is as sure as doom, unless history 
does not repeat itself, 

Keats sheds some light on the 


American way of arriving at a 
collective decision, Itis simplistic

to be as far as we think, The pro=

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Editorial Comment 


Fact Or Fiction? 


Each time there is a municipal election, this newspaper 
editorializes about the limited number of men and women 
willing to compete for elective office in Andover. Where 
are all the bright young men, the mature business and 
civic leaders and the educated females of this community 
when it is the time of year for nomination papers and 
Campaign speeches? 

One TOWNSMAN reader suggests that he has a partial 
answer, an explanation for the bright young men. It is his 
opinion — and that of an indefinite number of others — that 
a substantial number of young ambitious family men dodge 
the responsibility of public office because they cannot 
afford to sacrifice the income they get from moonlighting 
or staying on the job after hours in pursuit of added com- 
missions, bonuses and the like. Make the job of com- 
munity service worthwhile, financially, and a lot of these 
qualified, competent citizens will be induced to take a 
second look at openings on the town’s two elective 
boards, says the proponent of remuneration. What he 
advises is this: $3500 a year instead of $400 for members 
of the Board of Selectmen and the same for members of 
the School Committee, who currently receive no salary at 
all. ‘With this kind of backing, young men with mouths to 
feed can afford to give over evenings to meeting the 
demands made upon the time of elected officials, par- 
ticularly those on the Board of Selectmen. (Men of means 
could, of course, refuse the salary.) 

Is he right? Is this all that stands between Andover and 
a better blend of ages and abilities in public office? 

Can you buy quality in public service? This is a 
subject that has been debated over and over again as 
both Congress and various state legislatures have 
examined the problem of attracting highly competent 
people into politics. The arguments in favor of our 
reader’s theory are persuasive. For example, young 
executives who have real ability cannot take second 
jobs indiscriminately, but it could benefit both the com- 
munity and their careers if greater numbers of them be- 
came involved with municipal government. Men with 
business, technical and management experience could 
absorb considerably more responsibility than those who 
come to elective office with limited knowledge about how 
to evaluate data and make judgments. 

On the other hand, if the town must sweeten the bait in 
order to attract public spirited citizens, isn’t it just as 
likely to tempt the wrong flies? Is it as valid to suggest 
that compensation is as vital at the local level (par- 
ticularly an affluent town like Andover) as it is at the 
state and federal level where men must devote themselves 
almost entirely to the duties of elective office? 

Sooner or later someone is going to propose that the 
town consider changes in the charter that would cut the. 
size of the Board of Selectmen and School Committee from 
five to three members in the interest of efficiency. Real, 
rather than token compensation for elected officials could 
be feasible then. 

We are dubious, quite frankly, that Andover’s recruit- 
ment problem can be solved with money. We are more 
inclined to believe that numbers of good potential candi- 
dates are discouraged by the visible signs of committee 
and/or -board inefficiency and confusion, internal dissen- 
sion and public harassment. Others are apathetic and too 
far removed from municipal affairs to recognize the need. 

Now, while the subject is timely, we invite discussion 
in our Letters to the Editor column on the premise that the 
town can improve the quality of local government by 
investing a reasonable sum in salaries for elected 
officials. 

What is your opinion?

Nature’s Ways 


Mother Nature Regulates Seed Showers 


By Wayne Hanley 

The most obvious things often 
are not true, 

Like, for instance, the idea that 
snowstorms cause trees and weeds 
to shed their seeds, If you have 
given much attention to this sort of 
thing, you undoubtedly have noticed 
the rather heavy sprinkling of 
seeds that appears on the snow 
surface after each storm, Juncos 
and tree sparrows spend consider= 
able time feeding on these seeds, 
They also are harvested by gold= 
finches, 

For many years, we supposed 
that the shower of seeds was an 
aftermath of the storm: that the 
combination of moisture and cold 
caused seed heads to burst and 
scatter the bonanza of food at a 
time when birds needed it most, 

Naturalists, however, have 
determined that the shower of 
seeds occurs at a rather regular 
pace throughout the winter, A 
snowstorm neither speeds the pro= 
cess nor increases the bounty, The 
clean blanket of snow just makes 
the seeds more obvious than they 
are when they fall on the brown 


carpet of snow-free winter, 

Some plants, of course, shed 
their seeds at different periods in 
the course of a winter, There are 
those that release seed early in 
winter; those which release them 
in mid-winter, and others that drop 
seed in late winter. A few old 
reliables either shatter seed heads 
at intervals all winter long or else 
hold their seeds in a manner that 
makes them available to birds and 
small mammals, 

The various combinations of 
seed=release characteristics of 
plants result in a rather steady 
supply of food through the winter 
which sustains those birds capable 
of exploiting it, 

If one reviews the various plants 
that provide winter bird food, he 
will find the ragweed surprisingly 
high on most lists, Even the gold= 


finch which we think of as a 


harvester of thistle seed actually 
seems to prefer ragweed, Red= 
polls, juncos, white-throated spare 
rows, song sparrows and even snow 
buntings all eat ragweed seeds, 

The winter food of birds depends 
to a degree upon the birds’ adapt=- 


ability in harvesting seeds, Crosse 
bills, for instance, depend almost 
exclusively upon seeds which they 
remove from the cones of 
evergreen trees, It is interesting 
that despite their similarity the 
crossbills have different food pre» 
ferences, The red crossbill feeds 
largely on pine cones, The white» 
winged crossbill prefers spruce 
cones, Thus, in northern New Enge 
land where the two species’ ranges 
overlap, they are not competitive, 


Birches produce an important 
seed crop that feed the ruffed 
grouse, chickadees, purple 
finches, redpolls, and pine sise 
kins, Even the common alder is 
important to ruffed grouse, gold- 
finches and redpolls, 


That common visitor to bird 
feeders, the junco, eats a wide 
range of wild seeds, as one might 
suspect of any successful wintering 
bird, Among its favorites, inaddi« 
tion to ragweed, are the seeds of 
bristle-grass, crabgrass, drop= 
seedgrass, smartweed, goosefoot, 
panicgrass, timothy, pigweed and 
wood sorrel, 


A Pretty Story 


Museum Debunks Groundhog Legend 


Waiting anxiously for Feb, 2 to 
learn from the groundhog if wecan 
look forward to an early end tothe 
ice, snow, and wind of this worst 
winter in decades? 


Sorry, but according to Boston’s 
Museum of Science, you'd better 
not depend on this little fellow 
for any weather forecasting on so= 
called Groundhog Day. (After all, 
who can rely on an animal with an 
alias? He’s really a woodchuck; 
and, as a matter of fact, he’s also 
called a marmot by some people!) 


Legend has it that the groundhog 
emerges from his burrow on Feb, 
2. If he sees his shadow, winter 
will continue for another six weeks; 
so back he goes for another snooze, 
If he doesn’t see his shadow, how= 


ever, spring is just around the 
corner, and he gets going about 
his business, 


A pretty story, but forget it! 

According to the label on the 
New England woodchuck diorama 
at Boston’s Museum of Science, 
the chuck curls up and goes to 
sleep in October; and usually 
doesn’t poke its head aboveground 
again until March, 


During this deep winter sleep, 
woodchucks average only one 
breath every three minutes, and 
their temperature drops from 96,8 
degrees F to as low as 38.degrees 
F, They may use only about two 
calories a day, in contrast to 98 
in the summer, It:is this low 
metabolic rate that permits them 


to live all winter on body fat accue 
mulated during the warm months, 

Only a few New England 
mammals = chipmunks, jumping 
mice, and some bats - are true 
hibernators, like the woodchuck, 
Others, like bears, raccoons, and 
skunks, are semihibernators, in= 
active much of the time but never 
completely torpid. 

Getting back to Groundhog Day, 
it appears that your only chance 
of finding a groundhog at this time 
of year is at the Museum of Science, 
There the woodchuck diorama and 
other companion dioramas on the 
red fox, weasel, fisher, bat, and 
mouse can be seen Monday through 
Saturday, 10 a.m, to5p.m.; Friday 
night until 10; and Sunday, 11 a.m, 
to 5 p.m,

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Revenue Shortage 
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Taxpayers Predict Higher State Taxes 


The state’s upward spending 
spiral is gaining momentum and 
higher taxes are sure to follow 
soon, according to a special taxe 
payers report released this week 
by the Massachusetts Taxpayers 
Foundation through its January 
Newsletter, ‘‘Affairs of State’’, 


Despite the prospect of a budget 
surplus this June and a balanced ~ 
state budget for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1969, current tax 
revenues in the general fund are 
already running behind state 
spending and the revenue shortage 
may reach $60 million by 1971, 
the report predicts, 

The study goes on to explain 
that while accumulated surpluses 
and proceeds of the taxes enacted 
in December will meet the State’s 
immediate cash needs, current 
revenue in the present fiscal year 
will fall short of spending by some 
$15 millions, 

Bringing material from various 
sources together for the first time 
publicly, the MTF report projects 
increased spending of $45 million 
for the next fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1969 inthe general opera- 
tions of the State alone and a 
probable cumulative s 
growth of $120 million by 1971, 

Fast growing, spending is offset 
by slow growing revenue, The re= 
port states; ‘‘The yield from taxes 
which finance non=highway operas 
tions (exclusive of payments of 
principal and interest on debt) in= 
creased from $223.2 million in 
1965 to $243.7 million in 1967 and 
are estimated to yield $246.1 mil- 
lion this year, The revenue from 
taxes effective in 1965 has been 
augmented by the additional taxes 
voted in 1966 which are estimated 
to yield $34.1 million, thus 
providing a total of $280.2 million 
for general operations this year,"° 

The increase in yield from these 
taxes in each of the next three 
years is estimated at $4.8, $5, and 
$5 million respectively, In addi- 
tion, the State’s share of, taxes 
voted in December 1967 is ese
